An ever-improving Gould Acad- 
emy football machine trampled an 
unexpectedly weak Wilton Acad- 
emy eleven on the Alumni Field 
last Saturday by a score of 54-0. 

While the echoes of the refer- 
ee’s whistle were still ringing in 
distant mountains, Gould started 
an avalanche of touchdowns that 
was to humble this Wilton team. 

Jacobs started things rolling by 
making a touchdown on two suc- 
cessive off-tackle smashes*. Then 
"Spike” Emery converted via a 
place kick. Two minutes later, 
"Ingy” Merrill, on a reverse, cir- 
cled his left end, dodged through 
a flock of Wilton’s players and 
ran 60 yards for a spectacular 
score. A1 Emery’s trusty toe again 
gave his team the extra point. 
Just before the first period ended, 
Merrill on a deceptive skinner, 
raced 35 yards after going through 
n huge hole in the Wilton forward 
wall and continued over for his 
. second touchdown. Emery con- 
verted for the third consecutive 
time. 

The second period started in the 
same manner as the first. A Wel- 
lington to Merrill reverse again 
started a Gould score. After 
"Ingy” had carried the ball from 
his 35 to his 20 yard line, A1 Emery 
threw a pass to Packard who was 
in 'the clear, and Roy raced over 
untouched. Emery booted the pig- 
skin over, which gave him four 
straight. Tom Jacobs fought his 
way from the 35 yard line to the 
34 from where Merrill again car- 
ried the ball over to account for 
the Huskies’ fifth score. Emery 
ran his string to five straight on 
the following play. A highlight 
of the game occurred as Gould 
lined up in punt formation with 
the ball coming to Merrill, who 
ran instead of kicked, and. behind 
excellent blocking, raced 75 yards 
for his fourth touchown of the 
game. For the first time, Emery 
missed the attempted placement. 
An Emery to Packard pass, which 
netted 75 yards, provided a thrill 
for the scattered football fans. 
Again A1 Emery missed the point- 
after. The game ended in orderly 
fashion as Phil Heathcote smash- 
led off tackle for a 15 yard* gain 
and a touchdown. Merrill rushed 
over for the extra point. The out- 
standing ground gainers were: 
Merrill, Jacobs of Gould and Coulk

much power for South Paris in 
their first meeting of the season. 
On the first play after the kick- 
off, Tom Jacobs raced 55 yards 
for a Gould score. Then the tor- 
nado struck and before the smoke 
had risen, the Blue and Gold boys 
had gathered four touchdowns. 
The leading scorer was Jacobs with 
two touchdbwns, while Merrill 
and Tillson had one each.

He has joined the 
long line of Gould alumni Who are fighting our war and not wlilnrw 
pering about it.
